IT is recommended that an immediate arrangement be 
made by the Deputy Lieutenants, Magistrates, and principal Gentle- 
men living near the Sea Coast (in particular) to communicate with the 
Officers at the Signal Houses, (where a Signal is already fixed upon for 
an Enemies Fleet being on the Coast of Suffolk,) in order that no 
Time may be lost in giving the necessary Alarm to the Country. 


That the Signal recommended for collecting of Stock, be a Red 
Flag, hoisted on the Parish Churches, and at the same time the Bell, 
or Bells belonging to the same, shall be rung briskly, which Signal is 
to be taken up when the Signal is made from the Signal House that 
the Enemies Fleet is on the Coast. 


On this Signal being made, which must be clearly understood, 
the Leaders of Stock and the Proprietors are immediately to send pro- 
per Persons to collect the Stock (Horses in particular) and drive them 
to.the first Places of Rendezvous. 


That the first Places of . shall be at FIN five Miles 
from the Sea Coast, from whence the Stock will be driven to the Places 
already. fixed upon for the difterent Districts as their general Rendez- 
vous, if the Enemy shall have effected a Landing. 


That it be * that Alarm Posts, or Places of Meeting 
for the several Volunteer, and Pioneer Companies, as also a Signal for 
their Assembling, be fixed upon by their Captains, and clearly under- 
stood by the Officers, and the Men of their several Companies.

As expeditious movements are of the utmost Importance in case of 


the Deputy Lieutenants, Magistrates, and principal Gentlemen do im- 
mediately take into consideration, and arrange the Plan that shall ap- 
pear to them the most practicable, and attended with the least incon- i 
venience to the Country, for the Purposes of assisting the Military 


with Waggons and Carts, to convey the Soldiers towards any part of 
the Coast that may be attacked. 


For although a general Plan is in some degree arranged in parts 
of the County, yet it is feared, unless something more specifick 
and better calculated to produce immediate Effect is fixed upon, and 
clearly understood, that in the Confusion to be expected in case of ac- 
tual Invasion, so much time will be lost in bringing the Waggons to 
the Places fixed upon, that no general Utility will be derived from it to 
the Troops. 7 | 


That when such a Plan is arranged, they do immediately commu- 
nicate the same to the Officers commanding at Ipswich. 


That it is recommended to the Deputy Lieutenants, to require the 
Returns to be made in each of their respective Subdivisions, and to have 
them drawn out with the greatest accuracy as quickly as possible, ac- 
cording to the inclosed Form; and that when the Returns are re- 
ceived by the different Subdivisions, that they be immediately trans- 
mitted to the Clerk of the Meetings at Ipswich, to be by him made 
into one general Return, a Copy of which is to be sent to the Officer 
commanding at Ipswich. |
